Agnes Morris, a poor Negro Woman, 
sent a pressing request to Mrs. 'Thwaites to 
visit her. She was in the last stage of a 
dropsy. This poor creature ranked among 
the lowest class of Slaves. Her all con- 
sisted of a little wattied hat, and a few 
clothes. Notwithstanding her poverty, 
some wicked person had robbed her of al- 
most all the few clothes which she possess- 
ed. She was obliged, in consequence, to 
work in damp weather with such slight 
covering, that she caught a severe cold, 
which terminated in a dropsy. Mrs. 
Thwaites finding her, at the commence- 
ment of her illness, in a very destitute con- 
dition, mentioned her case to a friend, who 
gave her a coat. When Mrs. Thwaits paid 
her last visit, on her entering the door, Ag- 
nes exclaimed, ‘ Missis! you come! This 
tongue can’t tell what Jesus do for me! 
Me call my Saviour, day and night; and he 
come. He da here!’’—laying her hand 
on her breast—* he .comfort me here.” 
On Mrs. Thwaites’s asking if she was sure 
of going to heaven when she died, she an- 
swered, “ Yes, me sure. Me see de way 
clear, and shine before me”—looking and 
pointing upwards with a smiling face. “If 
da dis minute Jesus wiil take me home, me 
ready.” Some hymns being sung, she was 
ina rapture of joy; and, im reference to 
the words of ene of them, exclaimed, “ For 
me—for me—poor sinner!” lifting her 
swelled hands—* what a glory! whata 
glory !” Her effusions of joy were se great, 
that she laughed two or three times; and 
then said, by way of apology, “ Me can’t 
help laugh. My Jesus is so sweet in my 
heart.” Seeing her only daughter weep- 
ing, she said, * What you cry for?—No 
cry—follow Jesus—He will take care of 
you :” and, turning to Mrs. ‘Thwaites, she 
said, * Missis, shew um de pa ;”"—meaning 
the path to heaven. Many other expres- 
sions tell from her, of a similar nature, to 
the astonishment of those who heard her. 
She continued, we understand, praying and 
praising God, to her latest breath. This 
poor creature was destilute of all earihly 
comforts.

BRISTOL ADULT SCHOOLSOCIETY. 


{In the Appendix to the Seventh Aanual Report 
of the Bristol (Eng.) Adult School Society, se- 
veral instances are recorded of individuals 
who have died happy in the Lord: the in- 
struction they received in thef respective 
Schools, having been the principal means, un- 
der the Divine blessing, of bringing each of 
them to the knowledge of the truth. The two 
following Narratives are selecisdto exemplify 
the ulility of Adult Schools. | 


Ricuanp Lepiey was admifed inte the 
Adult School, Bedminister, tht 20th Feb- 
ruary, 1814, when he could ®earcely fell 
his letters; and what was worse, he was 
totally ignorant respecting the things which 
afterwards made for his eternal peace. 
One Sabbath as the Conductor, Mr. Voisey, 
was inspecting the different classes, to see 
if they were all supplied with teachers, he 
tound Richard without one ; seating him- 
self beside him, he, in a friendly way of- 
fered to teach him; Richard expressed 
his thankfulness. On speaking to him of | 
the importance of the truths contained in 
his lesson, he said, That subject had often 
made him tremble while at work, but he 
had no friend to whom he could speak con- 
cerning his soul till now. He then frankly 
acknowledged, that he used to break the 
sabbath by strolling about the fields gath- 
ering nuts and similar practices in the sum- 
mer, and at other times, in the alehouse.

them always disposed to render every as- 
sistance in their power. But truth and 
justice do not permit me, who had an op- 
portunity of becoming acquainted with him, 
to forbear stating, that the journey of Mr.

AMERICAN MANUFACTURES. 

A meeting was held by the citizens of Philadel- 
phia on the 4th inst. for the purpose of petitioning 
Congress to pass some law for the encouragement 
of American Mannfactures—at which meeting a 
very melancholy Expose was made of the preseut 
situation of the manufacturing interests of that 
capital, contrasted with their condition in 1814 
and 1816. In those years, it has been ascertained 
that there were employed, in the cotton manufac- 
tory, (17,570 spindies) hosiery thread, silver pla- 
tiag, smithery, coachmaking, chymicals, hatting, 
carving, and gilding, potteries, toba pipes, 
printing ink, type foundery, printing, brass 
foundery, wire factory,and floor loth, making an 
average of 4906 hands, whose weckly wages are 
§ 31,938.— While in 1619, the number was redu- 
ced to 895 hands, whose weekly wages amount 
te only 4455 dollars—making nearly one million 
aud an half annuaHy less for wagesthan in 1816.

SPANISH TR EATY. 
Advices from Cediz to the 14th Augnst, have 
teen received at Portsmouth. The treaty had 
not then been ratified ; nor had any thing been 
jintimeted at Cadiz of the arrest or mtcrruption of 
Don Luis de Onisin Spain. ‘The accounts of the 
arrest of this diplomatist were given with much 
particularity in the Paris and London papers ;

An expedition, 
consisting of about 2000 men sailed hence on 
Sunday last, destination unknown, but supposed 
for Pensacola and Havana.” —Centinel,
